in the crowd . Many of those 
present were child ren. Is this 
the k ind of “sportsmanship” 
we want ou r child ren su b­ 
jected to? 
This k ind of action, we feel, 
shou ld not be allowed in front 
of any one, let alone child ren 
at a pu blic ball park . We try 
to raise ou r child ren to be 
g ood citizens, bu t how can we 
when certain ad u lts perform 
in su ch ju v enile manners? 
Since this time, the u mpire 
in qu estion has black balled 
other u mpires from work ing 
ou r leg ion g ames. This is fine, 
bu t the u mpires are behind 
the wrong person. If an u m­ 
pire calls a bad g ame, he 
shou ld ex pect to be criticized . 
He shou ld nev er do as this 
man has done. We feel that 
this man shou ld not be aJ- 
low’ed to u mpire not only ou r 
g ames, bu t no one else’s.

DEAR POLLY - Mrs. L. 
M. wanted to know' how to 
make place mats with pic­ 
tures or pressed leaves b e­ 
tween sheets of plastic. Gath­ 
er colorful fall leaves, ferns, 
etc., 
and lay flat b etween 
newspaper and let dry for a 
week. Brake off b ulky ends or 
shave b ulky parts from the 
b ack. From white adhesive- 
b acked plastic paper (the kind 
we 
all 
use 
for 
so 
many 
things), cut the desired num­ 
b er of mats and then cut the 
same-sized ones from similar 
paper that is CLEAR. Lay the 
white papers with sticky sides 
up and make arrangements of 
leaves, etc., on the tops, even 
sprinkling on some dried par­ 
sley, 
paprika, 
crushed 
hot 
peppers or anything similar. 
Place a sheet of the clear pa­ 
per over the design with the 
sticky side next to the ar­ 
rangement. The sticky sides 
face each other and the mats 
are washab le on b oth sides.

DEAR POLLY — Recently 
I was taught to make lovely 
place mats b y using b urlap, 
CLEAR adhesive-b acked pa­ 
per and fresh or pressed flow­ 
ers. 
leaves, 
b utterflies

the size desired for the mats, 
fringe the edges b y raveling 
the threads b ack ab out %-inch 
on each side. Make a pleasing 
arrangement of the desired 
materials on the b urlap, then 
carefully place the clear ad­ 
hesive-b acked paper over the 
b urlap, excluding the fringe. 
Work out any air pockets, 
place on a flat surface and 


weight down with b ooks for 
ab out 24 to 36 hours. Avoid 
treated b urlap and also lie 
sure to get the CLEAR adhe­ 
sive-b acked paper and not the 
frosted clear. This is different 
from that Mrs. L. M. request­ 
ed b ut she would find them 
easy, inexpensive and very 
rewarding to make.
